"^battle with the terrible enemy, communism. 
They apparently do not realize they are giv- 
ing strength to a doctrine which Is part of the 
very easence ol communiam.

In other wordar In their often totally 
aincero conviction that the opposition la bad 
. and tnust be routed, they allow themselves to 
be persuaded that any technique which does 
the ]ob la in the interest or the American 
people. 

Perhaps such tactics will work for a while 
In a time when people are troubled about 
who the enemy is and where he la. Perhaps 
the stirring of rellglouG and racial hatreds 
_irtlLtei looke d upon briefly without great In-

But looner or later the elemental sense of 
decency of the American citizen will revolt 
against the Injection of such poisons into the 
political bloodstream.

One of the most dlsma] of modern experi- 
ences Is to llaten to a smear artist defending 
himself Hgalnst charges he knows he cannot 
refute, He himself in a cloak of rlght- 
louanui, and declares that he is the victim 
of a imsar. Recognize the technique? It's 
itralght out of Moscow. 

A meric an political debate has within the 
last llTB years sunk to depths not equalled 
for a long time, Regard for truth, for honest 
presentation of issues and men. has slipped 
Into the background. The great cry Is: "Beat 
'cm, no matter what you have to sayl" 

In the month or mors before the 1962 na- 
tlooBl conventions, we will be In for some in- 
tensB pol{,tlcklng, particularly on the Repub- 
lican side In the fight between Senator Toft 
and General Klsenhower. Bitterness Is al- 
ready rite between these camps, and seems
